Imports are treated agin Hongkong snd 
Singapore; everything. is free with tho 
exception of opium, tobacco, spirits, and 
pawn-broking which aro formed; these 
logether with lend and market rent, 
fives, postal, and inland revence form the 
chief sources of revenue. The tobacco and 
spirits duty is about double that levied in 
North Borneo, and tha Furms for theso, 
which are 4 monopoly, aro obstacles to 
free trade, which the Governor offered to 
abolish in favoor of an import tariff on the 
lines of that of North Borneo, bot tha 
tradera do not yet see the benefit to them- 
selvea in 2 more moderate tariff.
